Clearly not: persons may be born abroad, (of Citizens in
the public service, for instance.) and bo natural-born citi-
7.n« of the United States: they may be born here, (of
aliens in the service of their government for instance,)and not be natural-born citizens of the UnitMStabes.

It is a mistake to suppose that aiitn as opposed to etfi-fn,
implies foreigner as res(M<U the country.ifhe fact, therefore, that Indians are born in the country
does not make them citizens of the United States.
The simple truth is plain, that the Indians are the ,uf»ejUof the United States, and therefore are not, in mere right

of home-birth, citizens of the United Htates. The two con-
ditions nre incompatible.

Look, for instance, at that unexplored clause of the con¬
stitution which declares that "the citizens of each State
Shall be entitled to all the privileges and immunities of citi¬
zens of the several States." Can it be that New ^ ork may
impose on Virginia, or Virginia on New York, any person
whom either or them shall choose to call a citizen It would
seem not. It would seem that the determination of what #shall be deemed citizenship in all the tales must be mat¬
ter of federal jurisdiction, residing only in the general

B°Uany rate, certain it is that, by the legislation of some
of the States, persons are citizens there who are not citizens
of the United States.
At the same time, it is hazardous to deny all authority

to those legislative acts of the different States of the Union,
which define the term " white man," and thus do in fact
determine, as to Africans, the dividing line between inca¬
pacity and capacity for citizenship of the given State, and
perhaps of the United States..(See the acts collected in
Kent's Com., vol. ii, p. 257 note.)

Instead, therefore, of attempting,by reference to the legts-
lation of some of the States, or by consideration of the
analogies of foreign law and the reasou of the thing, to
lay down a general rule, or to say what the general rule
ought to be, as to the stage at which, by admixture of
blood, the political incapacity of Indians will cense, it
seems to me to be more desirable to confine my conclusion
to the very case presented without going a step beyond it.
that is, to express the opinion that a person of mixed blood,
retaining tribal relations, cannot also enjoy at the same
time the rights of a citizen of the United States.
Many persons of this class, it is not to be doubted, are

of most respectable character, aud mentally and morally
capable to be citizens of the United States, llut citizen¬
ship does not depend on that alone. Such persona are ca¬
pable to become citizens.the question will reruuin in each
case, whether they have become so in fact. Suppose a
half-breed, who is this day to all iotetits and purposes In¬
dian.the chief, for instance, of some tribe.and, therefore,
clearly not a citizen of tho United States. That was the
condition of John Ross, in the case referred to in Tennes¬
see. It may be, we concede for the argument's sake, that it
is competent for him to become a citizen, or any rate a

voter, aB in Wisconsin, by etatiny lo be a member of the
tribe. Be it so. Let him cease, then, to continue by his
own volition and election an Indian. If, by some at% of
recognised legality, be has manifested his desire to Vie con¬
sidered a citizen, then it will have to be considered whether
such act is effective ; whether, for instance, it was perform¬ed in good faiib, as in the case of alleged change of doiui-
cil ; whether It is not contradicted by the party's havingin the mean time retained his tribal relations ; whether, in
a word, if of admitted capacity to becomes citizcn of the
United States, he has in fact become such, by throwing off
the status of Indian.
That Indians cannot pre-empt public lands, and that

they cannot remove the disability by declaring, in. thefortuof the statute, their intention to become cin*«ns, has been
more than once ruled in the practice of the Public Laud
Office, according to cases in the papers before me reportedby the Commissioner."

Another case, which ho reports, of a civilized Indian ad¬
mitted by you to the ordinary purchase of public lands,
proves nothing either way. Citizenship is not requisite forthat: it may be doue by a foreign alien, and afortiori by a
mere denizen or domestic alien, such as aro the Indians.
(See my opinion of July 28, 1855.) Hut pre-emption is
carefully confined by law to citizens, and to persons who
have declared their intention to become citizens accordingto statute. (Ibid.)

Attorney General Legare undoubtedly erred in sayingarguendo that mere denizens of the United States may pre¬empt public lands. The statute, in specifying the second
class entitled to pre-empt.namely, those person.- who shall
have declared in form their intention to become citizens.
pointedly excludes all other non-citizens. It says, in effect,that no aliens, no denizens, no jiersons not citizens by birth
or naturalization, shall enjoy the privilege of pre-emption,
exoept such as have made the declaration, according to
law, of intention to become citizens. Mr. Legare could not
have overlooked this manifest import of the statute had ho
not been carried away in argument by a gene-ous disposi¬tion to protect, in the given case, the claim of a free Afri¬
can. (Opinion ofMarch 15, 1843.)But, if a free African is entitled to pre-emption, it can
only be no considered by first overruling Mr. Wirt, aud de¬
ciding that he is a citizen of the United Slates.
Whether the half-bloods in the present case had ceased

to be Indians or not is primarily a question of fact.just as
if John Rose, who is, beyond all peradventnre, a civilized
half-breed, should assume to pre-empt public lands as a cit¬
izen of the United States.

Further investigation of the facts in tho present caso
would therefore seem to be requisite for the ascertainment
of the wbole truth, and to establish a firm basis of completelegal determination. If it shall appear on such investiga¬
tion that the persons claiming the present pre-emptions be¬
longed, down to five months afterwards, to the Chippewosof Lake Superior, then they were Indians in law still, and,of course, not citizens of the United States ; and they can¬
not maintain rights of pre-emption to public land as citi¬
zens ot the United States while at the same time retainingtbair capacity for special privileges, tribal rights, and grantsof land as Indians.
Such has been ihe decision heretofore in the case of other

tribes containing members of mixed blood. (See Mr.
Taney's opinions of September 9, 1831, and May 13, 1833.)And that decision had the express approval and autbor-
ity of the President of the United States. (See Public Land
Laws, vol. ii, p. 600.)This restricted view of the subject Is perfectly consistent
with the organic law of the State of Wisconsin, whatever
force may Vie conctded to that on this question. The con¬
stitution of Wisconsin attributes certain of the rights of
electorship to "civilised persons of Indian descent not mein-
bers of any tribe." Certain It is that the persons thus de-

| scribed as electors In the State of Wisconsin are not there-! fore citlteaa of the United States any more than the whito
foreigners who have declared their intention to be natural¬
ized, and therefore become electors in Wisconsin.
However that may be, the very condition of the consti¬

tution of Wisconsin is "nol member* of any tribe," and the
c«se presented to me is of persons of Indian descent belong¬ing to the tribe of Chippewas of Lake Superior.

Nay, the constitution of Wisconsin does not profess to
pretend that these persons are citizens of the Stale; it only
says they shall be tlsclors in toe elections of the
State. The constitution of the State stops there. Rut
electorship and citizenship are different things; they are
not of necessity coosociatrd facts: a person may lie elector
and not citizen, as he may be citizen and not elector. In
a word, no conclusions whatever affecting the subject can
be deduced from the constitution and laws of the State of
Wisconsin.

I think the language of the seventh clause of tho third
article of the treaty with the Chippewas, before mo, legallydescribes persons not citizens of the United States, hut,though half-bloods, yet still Indians. 1 think the person:.
so described, in asking and receiving ihe benefit of the
clause, declare themselves to have been at that time not
citizens, bnt Indians.
They might be competent to bccomo citizens. This as-

signment of eighty acres of land to each of them in sev-
eralty, and segregated from the common property of the
tribo, may be construed as implying that they intended
thereafter to quit the tribe, with its community of rights,and become citizens. But it contemplates and suppose*,and tbeir acts pronounce, thaf they had not yet passed the
line between the aboriginal and tba civilized or citizen
tintus.
There is another article of the treaty, the 10th, which

serves to confirm that conclusion. Its words are:
" All missionaries, and teachers, and other persons qffull

age, residing in the territory hereby ceded, or upon any of
t*ie reservations hereby made by authority of law, shall bo
allowed to enter the land occupied by them at the mioi-
mum price whenever the surveys shall be completed, to tho
extent of one quarter-section each."

So, here we have two classes of persons provided for, in
a manner suitable to each: the halt-breeds of the 7th clause
of the 3d article, and the citizens of the 10th article. Kach
of the former is to have an eighty-acre lot selected by him
"under the direction of the President" as guardian of In¬
dians : while each of the latter is to prove a pre-emptionaccording to the forms of the statute, and as a free citizen
of the United States.

I have had occasion to say, in a previous opinion ail-dressed to yon, that a white roan, who voluntarily joinshimself to a tribe of Indians, and acquires civil rights as
such, mnst abide by his election, so far as regards civil
rights thus acquired, including the disabilities which were
a part of the price paid for the acquisitions, (Opinion of
May 23, 1855.) If, as it seems to me, that be reasonableand just, then still more is It reasonable and just that n
half-blood Indian, who still '<heIongs" to a tribe, and wb«
claims and takes the benefits of such tribal membership,shall not be allowed at the same time to claim benefit*which are only attached by law to persons not Indians.

As a question of public policy in the United Slates, it
soay l>e injudicious to seek to maintain the jireeeut Jegni
